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Receipt is acknowledged of he papers filed by facsimile transmission on April 2, 2004. Because 
these papers were filed after a formal holding of abandonment embodied in the Notice of 
Abandorunent mailed on April 26, 2004, these papers are construed as a petition imder 37 CFR
